KPFK  now  enters  its  second  month  of  management  by  a  collec- 
tive. This  interim  process  will  be  in  effect  until  a  new  general 
manager  is  hired.  The  staff  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  in- 
troduce itself  and  let  you,  the  listener  know  about  some  of  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  this  last  month  and  some  that  will 
soon  be  taking  place. 

Mollie  Lowery,  who  stayed  on  as  an  administrative  consultant 
through  the  month  of  March,  has  begun  her  new  job  working  with 
the  homeless  in  downtown  L.A.  The  staff's  decision  to  operate  as  a 
collective  during  this  interim  period  is  directly  tied  to  her  manage- 
ment style.  Increased  staff  participation/input  into  the  decision 
making  process,  clear  delegation  of  responsibility  and  an  opening 
of  new  communications  channels  have  characterized  her  ad- 
ministration. As  a  result  the  staff  has  become  cohesive  and  increas- 
ingly capable  of  dealing  quickly  and  effectively  with  its  inter- 
organizational  challenges. 

Now  that  KPFK's  individual  departments  are  all  up  and  running 
smoothly,  it  is  hoped  that  the  collective  process  will  help  the  staff  to 
become  more  acquainted  with  the  operations  of  the  various  other 
departments— all  of  this  leading  to  the  development  of  a  strong, 
united  and  knowledgeable  staff,  all  the  better  to  greet  the  new 
general  manager. 

There  will  be  a  number  of  staff  changes  occuring  during  this 
transition.  In  March,  an  Office  Manager  and  a  Production  Engineer 
were  hired.  This  month  a  Development  Assistant  will  be  hired  to 
fill  the  position  vacated  by  Pamela  Burton.  Pam  will  be  taking  on 
the  responsibilities  of  Development  Director.  Anita  Styles  will  be 
leaving  KPFK's  paid  staff.  We  are  sad  to  see  her  go,  especially  after 
her  work  in  correcting,  creating  and  cajoling  our  subscription 
system  into  the  responsive  and  efficient  tool  it  has  become.  Anita 
will  be  leaving  sometime  in  April.  Pam  Burton  will  become  the  per- 
son you  now  contact  for  any  subscription  questions.  Once  the  new 
manager  arrives  we  will  continue  to  replenish  our  staff  as  the 
budget  allows. 

Financially,  the  station  is  beginning  to  stabilize.  Much  of  our 
short  term  debt  has  been  eliminated.  This  has  allowed  for  the 
above-mentioned  hires  and  for  some  long-awaited  technical 
repairs  as  well.  We  are  by  no  means  in  the  clear  (with  our  mortgage 
essentially  outstanding  in  full  and  the  Cablewave  bills  from  the 
major  transmitter  repairs  in  early  1984  still  due),  but  we  are  paying 
our  monthly  bills  and  have  created  some  breathing  space.  With 
staff  attention  no  longer  consumed  with  the  questions  of  wages  and
